RAILROADS AND FACTORIES. 
The 
year 
1916 gave our railroads a lift, but left them still 
the weak sister of our national economic house­ 
hold. 
The railroads did more work than ever bo- 
fore in their history and got more money for it. so 
that, in spite of tin* heaviest taxi's and expenses 
pver known, they broke all records for net earn­ 
ings. 
The seamy side of tin* record is that fewer 
miles of new track were built than in any one of 
the hard-time years that followed 1893. 
They did 
not lay a new mile of rails per month in such track- 
hungry states as Arizona. Colorado, Iowa, Missouri, 
Nebraska, New Mexico, South Dakota, Texas, 1 tab, 
and Wyoming. 
The entire year’s increase of track-, 
age was less than one-half of one per cent of uie 
total now operated, a rate of growth which, when 
compared with our country’s annual increase in 
population, production, wealth, and all the Other 
elements which call for more transportation, is seen 
to he both ridiculous and alarming. » The investing 
public lias given its verdict on the situation in no 
Uncertain terms. 
In 1911 tin* stocks of the 25 lead 
ing railroads averaged well above ninety and were 
Worth some twenty dollars more per share than tin 
stocks of a like number of big industrial and inai 
ufacturing corporations. 
During the war the fac 
torv stocks got ahead, and are now worth on th 
average in the open market some ten to twenty 
dollars more per share than are the like securities o 
the railroads. 
Worse than that, 
these railroai 
stocks average lower now than they did during tb< 
period 1911-13. 
This means that investors thinl 
factories the safer buy, the stronger property.. I 
means also that our economic growth is getting lop 
sided like that of a farm which had specialized in 
buying plows, threshers, etc., but 
neglected its 
draft animals. 
Economic 
statesmanship 
should 
make 1917 tell a better story.—Collier’s.

An old Hum» manufacturing jeweler 
tell* bow the United State* govern­ 
ment stopped some forty odd ye*r* ago 
the melting up of twenty dollar gold 
pieces by persons who wished to Use 
the sw t»1 •*» the manufacture of gold 
Jewelry. 
In th0*c days it was tb# custom of 
many of the jewelry makers to use 
these coins Instead of buying fine gold, 
a* a matter of convenience. 
So they 
went to a bank and got twenty dollar 
gold pieces enough, or ten dollar ones, for 
that matter, to supply sufficient metal 
for the work In hand. The gold pieces 
being 22 carats fine, 24 carats being 
absolutely pure gold, It was not diffi­ 
cult for the Jewelers to melt them up 
and ndd the necessary alloys to pro­ 
duce the degree of fineness desired for 
the Jewelry they were going to make. 
"However,” says th© Jeweler, “It 
was not long after this practice l»e- 
cnnac more or less general that the 
government authorities began to won­ 
der what was becoming of the twenty 
dollar gold coins. They began missing 
the ten dollar ones, too, but the dis­ 
appearance- of the former was by far 
the more rapid. 
The officials did not 
think that the people of the country 
were hoarding the gold, because most 
of the smaller coins remained in cir­ 
culation. So a quiet investigation Ivas 
begun, mid It was not long before It 
was discovered that the makers of 
gold Jewelry were melting them up 
for trade purposes. 
“Having found the cause, it was not 
difficult for the officials to effect a cure 
They did it by ‘peppering’ th© twenty 
dollar coins with iridium, which Is 
not altogether unlike black emery In 
the crude state, requiring a fieat of 
3.542 degrees F. to melt It. 
Gold, 011 
the other hand, can be melted at 1,913 
degrees F. From tlds it Is easy to see 
that the unsuspecting manufacturer, 
melting up gold pieces at the temper­ 
ature required, got a number of un­ 
melted sj>oeks of iridium in ids metal 
when he let it cool. This made trouble 
when the mçtal was worked up. 
“At the time tlds was being done 
there was n great vogue for fine Etrus 
can work in solid gold, which required 
a perfectly smoot h surface in order to 
be produced properly. Imagine the dis 
may of the Jewelers, therefore, when 
they found the much needed smooth 
surface dotted here and thdre with lit 
tie pepper-like specks of iridium. To 
leave them in m eant that the decora­ 
tive work could not be done properly 
and to take them out meant leaving 
the piece pockmarked with tiny holes 
It was not long before the gold pieces, 
whether they contained iridluin or not. 
were eyed with suspicion by the man­ 
ufacturers, who then secured tlielr 
metal from other sources. 
“Another way in which Iridium caus­ 
ed some trouble for the gold jewelry 
trade had Its birth 111 the assay office 
While it was not often the case, it was 
not a rare thing up until about ten 
years ago to find a sprinkling of iri 
dlum in the fine gold purchased from 
the government assayer. 
While this 
might possibly have been avoided by a 
little more care on the part of the per 
sons who had charge of preparing the 
scrap metal for refining, It was goner 
ally regarded in the trade as acciden 
tal. It happened because the clips and 
filings that were turned in for refining 
by the makers of gold pens container 
tiny bits of iridium, which because of 
its hardness is used for tipping the 
pens. This does not happen any more 
“Twenty dollar gold pieces figured in 
another Interesting way in the old day 
in the jewelry trade, but in a way that 
affected the trade much more indirect 
ly than directly. Knowing that a good 
price could b# had for scrap gold from 
the refiners, the gold probably finding 
an ultimate purchaser in thé jewelry 
trade, unscrupulous persons had sev­ 
eral ivays of obtaining thi* scràp and 
still leaving enough of the coins to pass 
them on unsuspecting tradesmen and 
banks that were not careful enough to 
weigh them when they were tendered. 
“One way of doing this was to ‘strip* 
a coin by putting it into an electro­ 
chemical bath, getting thereby a slight 
residue of gold on a copper plate, which 
was afterw ard melted and the metals 
separated. This method was not very 
popular, as it had a tendency to ilis 
color the coin. 
"One of the most successful scheme- 
was the use of a specially prepared 
male and female die. The diameter of 
the die was about one one-thousandth 
of an inch «mailer than the diameter 
of the coin, and it was so made that 
after the resultant rim of metal was 
rut off the milled edge« remained. The 
gold thus obtained from a single twen 
ty dollar coin was probably worth 
about 50 cents, and the coin Itself, to 
all appearances, had not been tam 
Vered with. 
When the practice was 
discovered the banks installed scales 


011 which they weighed gold coins 
before accepting them ."—New York 
Hmes.

TALE OF A WINTER JOURNEY. 


Discomfort* and Hardship* That Ha# 
1« Bo Endured by th* P***o«igor« I# 
an Old Style Trip Aor#*a th# A8e- 
ghony Mountain* In 1844. 


Bow 
traveling is metamorphoeed 
these days, to be sure! Tet some metr 
“fond of handling the ribbons” and 
some women who “want to ae# th# 
scenery at their leisure" still regset 
the spanking bays and rocking stage­ 
coach of the past'* 
Here is ths Way the Allegheny m ain­ 
tains were crossed in 1846: 
“It was midwinter when we arrived 
at Wheeling, and as the stagecoach 
was to start at & o’clock in the aero 
Ing no one thought of going to bed, eo 
we took our way through the Droneo 
street» to secure through ticketa to 
Philadelphia. 
It was pitch dark and 
bitter cold —the damp, penetrating 
weather that reaches the very marrow 
of our bones. 
“The little den. called by courts*? 
the office, was filled with passenger* 
as damp, cold and ill natured as ovr 
selves. 
There was a handful of eoa- 
burntng in a small grate, and around it 
were grouped the round shouldered, 
unsympathetic people who were to be 
our fellow passengers. 
They glanced 
at us and closed up all the open space 
near the fire, as If to say: ‘You don’t 
get In hqre, we can tell you. You hare 
no right to travel in our coach, any 
way!’ 
“At one side stood a table, and on it 
wns a coffee pot and cups, some sau­ 
sages frozen stiff and on unattractive 
loaf of broad, over which presided a 
tall darky, who leaned against the wall 
fast asleep. 
We were told that we 
could £et a good breakfast twenty 
miles away from Wheeling. 
“At the appointed time the heavy 
old coach came up, and we all clam­ 
bered In and stowed ourselves away 
pell mell 
A short way from town 
there was a long hill, up which the 
horses toiled, so this gave us all time 
to settle down for a quiet nap. One 
snore after another announced their 
success; in a few minutes six out of 
the nine passengers were oblivious of 
their misery. 
“Not being sleepy, I studied the snor 
ers. A large fat man opposite me had 
a short, angry snore. 
He snored so 
loudly that he woke himself up and 
glared 
about 
him 
Impudently, 
as 
though he hoped they wouldn’t make 
that noise again! 
“The old lady who was crushing me 
up In the corner snored deeply and con­ 
tentedly. 
“Some one off In a dark corner had a 
genial way of joining in as though he 
snored merely to oblige the passe« 
gers; but the grand musician of the 
company sat opposite me. 1 never 
heard anything approaching him either 
for quality or compass. It was a back 
action snore that began in a bold agi­ 
tato movement, suddenly brought up 
with a Jerk and ended with a whistle. 
“The whole band was In full play 
when we stopped with a tremendous 
Jerk, and everybody woke up with oaths 
or ’Pshaws!’ over a bad jolt. The sum­ 
mit gained, there was a sharp crack of 
the whip, the horses started, and ev­ 
erybody wns jerked violently back­ 
ward. Soon the chorus begun again, 
however, and 1 joined in till the coach 
came to a full stop at the table where 
the horses were to be changed. 
“Stiff and sleepy and cramped from 
sitting so long in one position, the sun 
now rose and came in at all sorts of 
places, waking and blinding every­ 
body. W hat a discontented lot ire 
were! And we all hated each otberf 
“At last, breakfast—ah, hot coffee, 
ham and eggs and buckwheat cakes'. 
The meal w-as not half over before we 
were a band of brothers. We could not 
do enough for each other. All was har­ 
mony and peace,” 
Nor was that all, for they drove Into 
A sever© mountain storm and intense 
cold, darkness; the horses fell on the 
icy roads; the stage rocked wildly in 
the wind and nearly hlew over. Twen­ 
ty-four hours of this, a driver frmteo 
stiff and assisted down from the box. 
We do it now In six hours id a com­ 
fortable bed, in a warm, Well lighted 
car. Some "modern imps” are mighty 
good angels. 
Our chief loss has been the great 
cheerful, roaring open fires that people 
had In those days. The domestic vir­ 
tues began to decay when people were 
reduced to Bitting around a hole in the 
wall or a gloomy metal register, with 
out armchairs, stories, songs, grand 
parents and little children roasting ap­ 
ples or popping corn—frionds and stran­ 
gers dropping in and getting a warm 
welcome, a place in the circle and 
what Spaniards call “the love of the 
fire.”—Baltimore News.

THE PEANUT 


The boll-weevil—*a a bless tun in 
disguise— has redeemed the South 
from the disgrace of being a one- 
crop country. Cotton is no longer 
autocrat. He has been dethroned 
by the weevil and must now take 
his place as irfercly one of the de­ 
mocracy, or perhaps an oligarcy, 
of crops, among which the once 
humble peanut is rising to unwont­ 
ed prominence, according to F. S. 
Tisdale, who writes in the N ation’s 
Justness (W ashington, January). 
In 1908, Mr. Tisdale tells us, we 
raised 
tw elve 
million 
dollars’ 
worth of peanuts. 
A conservative 
valuation of the 1916 crop is fifty- 
six million dollars. 
Texas alone 
has two hundred thousand acres. 
What is to be done with these 
millions of bushels? 
Surely they 
are not all to be sold on the street- 
corners to our boys for five-cents 
a bag! 
By no means, says Mr. 
Tisdale. 
In the first place, the 
product is of high food value 
higher even than wheat. 
The oil 
is a better lard substitute than cot* 
tonseed-oil. 
It brings a higher 
price per gallon and can be made 
in the very same m ills fciy the 
same machinery that used to turn 
out cottonseed-oil. 
Says Mr. Tis­ 
dale: 
“ In addition to the direct p ro ­ 
fits, the peanuts leave the land 
better off than w hen they were 
planted. 
For, like m any of their 
cousins in the bean family, they 
gath er and deposit nitrogen in the 
soil. 
All of which was mighty 
nice for the fa n n e r— hut it dldn t 
heli> th e mill men fae< their tam ­ 
ine of cottonseed. 
“ ‘ W ell.’ said the farm ers, ‘why 
don’t you crush ojir peanuts? 
“ The mill men laughed at first. 
Then they began to investigate, 
and the * tilings they discovered 
about the peanut took the smiles 
from their f»««- 
’ 
(914 the l Tnit- 
,549,789 pds. 
j of nuts and 1,332,108 gallons of 
peanut oil from Marseilles, Deli t, 
H am burg, and other ports. 
The 
nuts brought $1,899.237, an<l the 
oil which was valued at $915,939, 
w ent mostly into the m anufacture 
of butterine and other lard sub­ 
stitutes. The w ar killed this trad e 
deader than a. door-nail, but the 
¡demand for j t was open-mouthed 
¡and h u n g ry as a nest full of y<iy- 
birds. 
- 
j 
“ By slight 
readjustm ents 
oi 
their m achinery that cost very 
little, the cottonseed plants could 
be turn ed into peanut-oil plants 
as they stood. 
The superiority oi 
peanut-oil over the old product 
was emphasized by the willingness 
of the trad e to pay sixty-seven 
cents for a gallon of peanut-oil 
when they would pay but sixty- 
five cents for the same m easure 
of cottonseed-oil. 
On the strength 
of these things th e mill m en ex­ 
perim ented cautiously with pea­ 
nut*. 
“ The results were so successful 
th a t the acreage in Texas increas 
ed more than 1,000 per cent, fron 
1915 to 1916. 
Fully three-quart­ 
ers of the vast county of Comanche 
were taken from cotton and giv­ 
en over to the goober. 
History 
was repeating itself in Georgia, 
Alabama, Louisiana, and in the 
othed cotton states. 
In Georgia, 
Calhoun and 
R a n d o l p h 
counties 
had been cotton-fields. 
The boll- 
weevil regarded these fair acres 
and acted as if they had been 
planted for his especial benefit.
